This is our Theme kicking off this 
month for our Council. Not just in light 
of the recent tragic events in Tampa 
and elsewhere throughout our State 
and Country, but that it is key that we 
support those who risk their lives on a 
daily basis to keep us safe. Let's not 
forget the tragic events on September 
11 that changed our Nation and the 
sacrifices of those first responders, but 
also the sacrifices of our national treas- 
ure, the very lives of those military men 
and women on the front lines battling 
against those who would do harm to 
the innocent and helpless. Please 
keep all these men and women, and 
their families in your prayers for their 
safety and success in helping make 
the world a place where all may coexist 
in peace and safety. 

Here are the key events this month, in 
priority, which I would like to encour- 
age you and your family to support: 

1. Blue Mass (This Wednesday, 
September 9 th ). This key Annual Par- 
ish event is being hosted by the 
Knights of Columbus; therefore, I ask 
you to support this with your participa- 
tion.

You may be aware that Pro-Life has 
been elevated by the Supreme Council 
to a Program (Committee) status. It was 
formerly a subset of the Community 
Program. I am particularly excited about 
this move since life and its protection 
are particular passions of mine. As 
Knights and practical Catholic gentle- 
men, we are sworn to protect and de- 
fend life wherever we see the need to 
do so. Sometimes this takes an active 
form, sometimes it is as simple as a 
pledge or a prayer. I have volunteered 
my leadership for this new program, 
with the intention of helping guide it until 
a permanent Program Director feels 
they can assume its duties on their own. 
If you feel you are that man, pray, 
search your heart, and be open to the 
Holy Spirit - it will guide you. 

I plan for Pro-Life in our Council 
to encompass more than just a stance 
against abortion. Today, we see as- 
saults on life in the arenas of euthana- 
sia, fetal stem-cell research, capital 



punishment, end-of-life planning, and 
bioethics. There are no doubt more. It 
may seem easy to let someone else 
worry about these things. ..we ARE that 
someone else. A society cannot endure 
without future generations to support it. 
Life and the Church need us and they 
need our commitment. 

In the coming month, I plan to distribute 
the Catholic Declaration of Life and 
Death Advance Directive for all to view, 
along with the U.S. Conference of 
Catholic Bishops statement on this 
Health Care Surrogate document. This 
is a simple statement that will instruct 
health care workers on your beliefs and 
what measures you would like applied 
to your care in the event of injury, ill- 
ness, or incapacitation. You may print it 
out and bring it to our next Business 
Meeting to have it witnessed (it must be 
witnessed by two others outside the 
family). This document may be crucial 
in preserving you and your family's abil- 
ity to ensure you are treated according 
to your faith in health care situations. I 
also plan to have the Pledge to Our 
Lady of Guadalupe and associated 
prayer card available at our next meet- 
ing. Knights have been asked to sign 



this pledge consecrating themselves to 
Mary in the promise to defend human 
life from the moment of conception to 
natural death. The Supreme Council will 
present these signed copies in honor of 
Our Lady during a Mass at the Basilica 
of Guadalupe in Mexico. I will also have 
extras you may bring home to your fam- 
ily. 

If you have other suggestions how we 
as Knights can protect life, please con-

Additionally, with the able and expert 
help of Sir Knight Tom Cummings III, 
we are approaching a date in late Janu- 
ary or early February for our Spiritual 
Day of Reflection. Father Bill has gra- 
ciously agreed to assist us in a day of 
retreat from our daily concerns and to 
help lead us to a stronger communion 
with Christ through the Holy Spirit. It will 
most likely be a day-long event at a 
venue within reasonable driving dis- 
tance. I will have final details at our next 
Business Meeting.

Our Brothers who are experiencing the hardship of job loss and the associated stresses. 
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We live in a violent world. Eight years ago this week, 
more than 2,900 innocent people lost their lives at the 
hands of terrorists. This past month, 45 brave soldiers lost 
their lives a half a world away from home fighting to pre- 
vent anything like the 9/1 1 atrocities from ever happening 
again to Americans and our allies. 

A few weeks ago, a Tampa police officer was killed in the 
line of duty. Other officers risked their lives to capture the 
criminal. The suspect shown in this picture is escorted to his arraignment by two Tampa 

Bay policemen. The one on the right is Brother Knight, John Columbia, Jr, a 
member of our council. 

In the grind of everyday life, we forget that there are thousands of men and 
women, who put their lives on the line to keep us safe from bad people and 
rescue us when we are in trouble. I'm sure they don't try to think about it, but in 
the back of their minds the question of whether or not they will make it though 
the day safely has to be there. 

In 1 934, a Catholic Priest by the name of 
Thomas Dade from Baltimore, Maryland 
Archdiocese initiated the Catholic Police and 
Firemen's Society while stationed at St. Pat- 
rick Catholic Church in Washington, D.C. 
About 1 ,1 00 police and firemen dressed in 

blue uniforms marched into St. Patrick's Catholic Church for the celebration of the 

First Blue Mass on September 29th, 1 934. On Wednesday evening, September 

9th, it is our turn to honor these brave people at a "Blue Mass. It will be followed by 

a reception in the church multi-purpose room. Please get your friends and 

neighbors and come to mass. Let's honor them as they deserve to be honored and 

ask for God's blessings upon them every day of their lives.
